Milroy suffered a, 1«5,000 
fire 


loss early this morning, which for 
a lime threatened to destroy the en- 
tire business section 
of the town. 


Before the blaze could be checked 
it had destroyed the 
two-story 


Knights of Pythias building, several 
offices and a residence. 


The total insurance carried will 


*not exceed 
one third of the loss, 


and the Maze was an exceedingly 
serious one /or the town from a fin- 
ancial standpoint. 


When first -discovered by Ed_Mur- 


phy 'at 4:^0-this meriting the blaze 
was in the Fisher building, and had 
an appearance of being started from 
natural gas becoming ignited in 
some manner. 


}1>. Murphy lives in the Milroy 


Hotel which 'is almost across the 
street from 
the scene of the fire, 


and gave the alarm. The 
Fisher 


building was a frame structure and 
•when first discovered the blaze had 
sained- considerable headway, 
fc.Tfeis. building consisted.of -several 
store rooms and a residence of the 
' owner, Ed Fisher. The fire fighters 
had difficulty in getting Mr. 
and 


Mrs. Fisher from the burning build- 
ing as they are aged people and per- 
sisted in attempting to save 
their 


household effects, rather than their 
lives. 


•The fire spread very rapidly and 


the K. of P. 'building which adjoined 
the Fisher building on the east was 
also soon in flames. 


Igchlosser Brothers,

State Board of Health Tells How to 


Reduce the High Cost of Coal 


Bills in The Home

'Indianapolis, Ind.. Jan. 21.—On 


account of the .present coal shortage 
and the necessity of conserving the 
supply, any knowledge which will aid 
the householder in getting .the great- 
est volume of heat and comfort from 
his coal should he timely. 


The ave/age -person in heating his 


house takes into consideration only 
one of the elements 
necessary 
to 


comfort—heat. The proper humidity 
of atmosphere is not only .-just 
as 


essential hut is also extremeniy im- 
portant from a hygience standpoint. 
Humidity is entirely a relative mat- 
ter. One hundred percent 
-humidity 


means the air contains all the mois- 
ture .possible at a given temperature. 


On a cold day the relative humidi- 


ty in many homes is less than twenty 
percent, drier than the air of the de- 
sert. All the air in homes is really 
outside air in .the sense that it cor- 
responds 
in every w'ay except vol- 


ume to that outside. When this out- 
side air is heated to a temperature of 
70 degrees with no addition of vapor 
it capacity for absorbing water- is 
much increased and it will take it 
from all objects with which it is in 
contact. It will t:ikc it from furni- 
ture which in the process 
of 
kiln 


drying was never, brought to 
such 


dryness: It will take it from every- 
thing in the house containing mois- 
ture including the 
material 
from 


which the house was built, it 
will 


take it from the skin, from the mu- 
cous membrane of the mouth, nose 
and respiratory tract. It thus cause? 
more or less dryness of (lie .-kin, ir- 
ritation of the throat and malie a 
cough, creating a pre-clispnsing con- 
dition to colds, catarrah, pnenmon- 
a and other respiratory trouble.
